meeting was very interesting and allowed us to better understand todays Chiropractic education 
and what has changed in the past 30 years. I like the new format and I think it should allow for a 
much better testing of the clinician than the old format. 
 
The Governor recently sent a series of Executive orders referencing the working of regulatory 
boards and agencies. The state is looking into possible consolidation of some board functions and 
possibly even going to a Board of operations model similar to Georgia. If any legislation is present-
ed I urge you to reach out to your Representatives and Senators to object to the umbrella agency 
model. The burden I have personally experienced is a lack of continuity and no one specifically 
having any knowledge of a specific board since they represent many different disciplines. If this 
model is proposed we will let everyone know what to expect.
